Albert Spalding, who was born in Chi- 
cago in 1888, studied in Florence, in 
New York, and at the Paris Conserva- 
tory. At twenty, he made his debut in 
Paris with Adelina Patti. He made his 
American debut at Carnegie Hall, New 
York, as soloist with the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Since then, he has 
appeared as soloist with every leading 
symphony orchestra in the United 
States and in Hurope, and has given re- 
citals in nearly every musical centre of 
the world.

The company, with 
two exceptions, who appeared in “Spring 
Dance” at the Cape Playhouse, will be 
seen in the Broadway production. 


ALBERT GAZVERDE 


With the construction of the sets for 
“Libel!”, Albert Gazverde, who has been 
stage carpenter for the Cape Playhouse 
for the past five seasons, has finished 
the building of his fiftieth show, for 
Raymond Moore. 


Gazverde is considered one of the 
ablest stage carpenters in the legitimate 
theatre today. He has been the carpen- 
ter of the 48th Street Theatre, and of 
Eva Le Gallienne’s Civic Repertory 
Theatre, in New York. He spent several 
years in the New York studios of Metro- 
Mayer-Goldwyn. He was in the carpen- 
ter department of the stage production 
of “The Green Pastures.” At different 
times, he has worked for the principal 
scenic studios in New York from whose 
shops come the sets for most Broadway 
productions.
